THE RESIGNATION: For Europeans, an implication of failure for Gorbachev 

In Europe, Worry 

About Disarray on 
Security Positions

LONDON — The dramatic res- 
ignation of Eduard A. Shevard- 
nadze, the Soviet foreign minister, 
in protest against “dictatorship” in 
his country threw West European 
security policy into confusion on 
Thursday. 

For the past year, West Europe- 
an countries have based their po- 
liey on the assumption that support 
for President Mikhail 5. Gorba- 
chev would also help ensure the 
success of his plans to tum the 
Soviet Union into a political de- 
mocracy with a free-market econo- 
my. 

‘The implication of Mr. Shevard- 
nadze’s resignation seemed to be 
that Mr. Gorbachev could fail and 
be replaced by more authoritarian 
ralers, or that he could himself 
zbandon a commitment to greater 
democracy and freedom. 

Either way, West European gov- 
emments would be left without a 
coherent conceptual framework for 
their post-Cold War security po- 
πον, and their shocked and per- 
plexed reactions on Thursday re- 
tlected their dismay at the 
prospect. 

Some were clinging with faint 
hope to a third possibility — that 
Mr. Shevardnadze did not really 
men it. or that his dramatic speech 
in the Soviet parfiament on Thurs- 
day was some kind of political ma- 
neuver designed to confound Mr. 
Gorbachev's enemies at home. 
since Mr. Shevardnadze had been 
widely expected to become his new 
vice president. 

But the overwhelming reaction 
was one of WorTy.

In Rome last weekend, Europe- 
an Community leaders sent oul a 
strong signal of support for Mr.
